The Pool Associations. 
Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, March 8.—On May 1, the headquart- 
ers of the Northwestern and Central Iowa Traffic 
Associations will be removed to theLakeside build- 
ing, on the Same floor with those of Commissioner 
Midgley. Itis now stated that this is only the 
first step in a programme already definitely set- 
- led which will resuit in the jurisdiction of Com- 


missioner Midgley being extended over all the 
present important pools and traffic associations 
west of Chicago. It is stated that the railroad 
systems are becoming so complex and extend into 
such widely separated areas of territory that the 
several Western pools must of necessity overlap 
each other. Moreover, itis not always possible 
to carry out a particular policy without securing 
the codperation of lines which may be within the 
jurisdiction of another pool. At present all the 
California business, by whatever route transport- 
ed, falls under the control of the lowa Trunk Line 
Association. Next August the Northern Pacific 
will have a line te the Pacific, and it will be nec- 
essary to bring it into the pool on the Pacific 
coast business. At present there are two routes 
for the consignment of Montana business, one 
via the Lowa trunk lines and the Union Pacific 
and the other viathe Northwestern Traffic Asso- 


ciation lines and the Northern Pacific. The 
general managers of the various roads, 
it is stated, have considered the 


disadvantages of having the Northwestern, West- 
ern and Southwestern roads put under the control 
of different commissioners, while nearly the same 
roads are embraced in each of the pool associa- 
tions. Mr. Midgely, it is stated, will be placed at 
the head of the pool system west of Chicago, while 
Mr. Carman wil! remain as assistant commissioner 
of the Central lowa and Northwestern Traffie As- 
sociations. The ratlroad pools seem to be follow- 
ing the example of the raliroads, the policy of 
which for the last ten years has veen one of exten- 
sion and consotidation. It is staved that three 
pool commissioners will soon control all the im- 
portant pools in the ceuntry. Mr. Powers, at 
Atlanta bas charge of the Southern roads; Mr. 
Fink. of New York, has charge of the roads east 
of Chicago, and Mr. Midgely will, it is stated, in a 
shurt time manage the pooi business of the West. 
Even the Colorado Pool Association, it is held, 
will eventualiy become subordinated to the 
stronger association at Chicago.

In 
view of tlustaci the Indiana, Blooomington and 
Western and Wabash people are threatening 
not only to pay. commissions but alxo 
to open their outside ticket offices.

Congressman Belford.

The Malagassy Envoys-*Appointments--News 
From the Seat of Government-=Political, 


Star-Route Trial. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—Gen. Nelson A. Miles 
was Called to the witness stand this morning by 
the defense in the Star-Route trial. He testified 
that in the summer of 187% he went into the 
tongue River country. It was just after the Cus- 
ter massacre and there were few white settlers 
there except army attaches, who established a 


mail service. From twenty to sixty days 
were consumed in communicating § with 
Washington. He remembered that John 


Dorsey came to Ft. Keogh before the Tougue 
River route was opened, thinking that a route 
might be established more direct than that pro- 
posed. Witness sent outan armed escortin the 
attempt to discover such a route. The attempt 
failed, however, and Dorsey returned to Bismarck. 
Witness described the obstacles to the esiablish- 
ment of a mail route arising from the hostility of 
Indians. Sometimes, he said, white men eould 
pass safely over the road, and again they 
were liable to be molested. He remembered 
one occasion when the mail had been captured. 
Witness had called uron the Postmaster-General 
and one of his assistants, and had written letters 
through official channels recommending the es- 
tablishment and increase for the Tongue River 
route. Gen. Miles produced a copy of the first 
letter he had written in that connection, but it 
was excluded on aceount of its date. He said he 
recommended the increased service because they 
only got mail once a weeK, and were lucky to get 
that. He believed he recommended a 
tri-weekly or daily mail, so as ‘to bring 
his command in closer communication with the 
War Department and for the benefit of the set- 
tlers. At times the route had been of the greatest 
service often advising him of the movement ef In- 
dians and enabling him to anticipate them. 

Nothing of importance was developed in the 
cross examination, and after its conclusion, ecoun- 
sel spent some time on the customary wrangle 
over official papers. Hannibal D. Nevton was 
then called. He had been for six years Chief of 
Finance division in the third assistant Postmaster 
General’s office. He detailed the methods pursued 
inthat office in paying remitted fines. 
George M. Sweeney, of the Contract Office, next 
appeared with a huge pile of papers, being ac- 
counts of the deductions, fines and remissions 
made upon nineteen routes set out in the indict- 
ment. Mr. Wilson began to examine the witness 
in connection with them. A recess Was teken. 


Malagassy. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—The arrival of 
the Envoys from the Island of Madagascar, whose 
coming was foretold in this correspondence some 
months ago, brings to the surface some interest. 
ing facts about that Government and people and 
their island. Some statements have been published 
regarding the ostensible object of their visit, but 
the real fact seems to be that they are seeking to 
escape from threatened absorption by the French 
Government. France,it seems, has for a long 
time looked with longing eyes upon the fertile 
island, a. very garden spot, where she 
already has a foothold, and the officials 


of the Government there seeing that their only 
safety was in making friends with other nations, 
have sent out these envoys to Inake commerciai 
treaties with Germany, England and the United 
States, and with France, too, a: the same 
time. Information received by the State 
Department, some time since, shows 
that the French journals published 
in the island of Madagascar have been not only 
very abusive but threatening as well. Consul 
Robinson in writing to the State Department from 
Tamatave, Madagascar, says that a French 
paper published at that place in the interests 
of European trade in that Island,recently published 
what purported to be a statement by a commanda- 
ant of a French war steamer, made to the Gov- 
ernor of Tamatave as the representative of the 
Madagascar Government. The statement was in 
effect that the French Government had a suspicion 
that the Government of Madagascar had been in- 
triguing to get the inhabitants of so French 
seitiements on or adjoining the island itenou ce 
allegance to France and raise the Madagascar 
flag, and that unless a promise Was given that it 
would be discontinued at onee and forever, the 
French Government would stop it by force of 
arms. The Consul says “the French ‘sland of 
‘Rennion’ (formerly called Bourbon.) is 
over populated with an impoverished people 
who are constantly casting a covetous eye upon 
Madagascar, and that people with its local offi- 
cers and the ambitious local officers of the French 
islands of St. Marie, Nosibe and Mayote, to- 
— with the French creole residents in 
Madagascar, are, and have been during the 
last three years playing all their cards in an effort 
to draw the French Governinent into a quarre! 
with the government of Madagascar, hoping, as 
they have nothing to loose themselves. to gain as 
a result of such quarrel a slice, if pot the whole of 
this island to the possession of France for them 
(these creoles) to colonize.” 

This same consul, in another report, says that 
Madagascar 1s a wonderful coffee-grower, and is 
destined to be the chief producer of that article 
in that portion of the worid.

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 


Latest Reports of High Water from Mem- 
phis and Below. 


MEMPH!S8, TENN., March 8.—The outlook on the 
low lands below Memphis is exceedingly gloomy. 
The river at all points south of here is rising at 
an average rate of seven inches a day, The col- 
ored people of the plantations are packing up 
their belongings and flocking to Memphis by 
steamboat-loads. There are already over 3,000 of 


them here who are supportimg themselves 
by doing oda jobs. So far none of 
them have appealed for help. They are 
able to pay their passage on the boats and as 
soon as the water leaves their cabins high and 
dry again they will return to their homes. Capt. 
Whitlow, of the James Lee. says that while the 
most of the people have thus far managed to pro- 
tect their property, the situation is extremely pre- 
carious, and that a much larger volume of water 
than appeared below Helena last year seems _ in- 
evitable, according to careful observations made 
by him. Capt. Whitlow received a dispatch yes- 
terday evening from Delta, Miss., informing him 
that the water had already done much damage, 
and that a rise of two or three inches more will 
send it over the levee in many places. At Austin, 
sixty miles below Memphis, the levee is 
broken and the water is running over into the 
town. The levees gave way at the Dr. Peters’ 
plantation. a large and noted place just below 
Council Bend, and every acre is in deep water and 
the occupants flea. Rivermen believe that the 
lower river will pass the highest water on record. 
The people, however, are better prepared for it 
than ever before, as they are expecting it. Capt. 
Thorwegan declares the outlook is as bad as he 
ever saw. News from all points onthe St. Fran- 
cis River shows that the water pouring down from 
the sunken lands is undimivuished and the river is 
still rising at every point. The suffering among the 
inhabitants in the sunk lands must be extreme. 
They are beyond the help of the outer world and it 
will be weeks before all their miserv can be learn- 
ed. The destruction in the bottoms between Mad- 
ison and Hopefield continues to be very great. In 
some places the overflow is fifteen feet. Miles of 
telegraph poles have heen washed away and busi- 
hess ls transacted entirely by the way of Little 
Rock. Advices received from Vicksburg state 
that the people living about there are feel- 
lug very despondent.g Levee contractors ex- 
pressed themselves as very much discouraged 
with the outlook. They begin to think that, not- 
Withstanding their vigorous efforts, the elements 
will defeat all their purposes and destroy all their 
levee work above and below the city. News 
comes from Arkansas City that the water there is 
now within fourteen inches of the highest Known. 
Parties from across the river say that the people 
over there are still confident of the levees in front 
of them, though a little nervous from the reported 


heavy strain on the work at Lake Bolivar. 
Some of the people in Arkansas City 
are beginning to make inquiries as 
to the probabilities of aid from 


the National Government in case the worst comes. 
There 1s no suffering vet, but there is bound to be 
if the rise contmues. All leading dealers in the 
town are still doing business, though all are invad- 
ed by water from six to eighteen inches. 


At Helena. 

HELENA, ARK., March 8&.—The river rose a 
scant half inch during the past twelve hours. It 
is thought the levees can be held here now against 
probabie emergencies, as they were maintained 
last bight against a terrific east gale that sent the 
water dasbing over in many places. The _ situa- 
tion is still critical, however, and there will be no 


relaxing Vigilance and labor to make 
everything compact and thoroughly _ se- 
cure. Below Helena the country is ali 


under water, from five to fifteen feet backwater 
from the Hubbard break appearing in the lower 
end of the city, but it willdo no damage. Unless 
other breaks occur there will be no overflow in 
Heiena. The Langville River rose two inches last 
night. This indicates that the rise here will con- 
tinue some days. 


Breaks in the Levee. 
MEMPHIS, March 8.—Two breaks in the levee 
on the east bank of the river occurred Monday 
night. One at McCloud’s, fifteen miles below 
Friar’s Point, Miss., and one at Robard’s thirty- 
five miles below Friar’s Potnt. The Saturday 
break isthe most serious. There is a crevasse 


about 200 yards wide and the water is rushing 
through with great velocity. These are the first 
breaks reported from the second Mississippi 
levee district. The farms ot Col. Ed. Richardson 
near SRobard’s will be be overflowed and the 
water will find its way through the break into 
the Yazoo River.

by other equaliy dismal signs indicative of the 
approach of the final judgment.

Clemens Arendes, the Four Courts janitor, said:

in explanation. “It was an old trick with us

Some years prior to his death Mr. W™. 
RuSSELL, father-in-law of the late THOMAS 
ALLEN, of this city, laid his plans for the 
endowment of ‘“‘The Russell Institute for 
the Indigent Youth of St. Louis.” He 
authorized the sale of immense tracts of land 
in Arkansas, the proceeds of which he di- 
rected to be placed in the hands of THOMAS 
ALLEN as President of the Institute. These 
lands were Sold to the amount of $47,000, and 
the remainder were deeded to Mr. ALLEN as 
Presideut of the Russell Institute. The 
Russel! Institute was never established. 
A few years ago the general heirs of Rvs- 
SELL, claiming that this was a lapsed 
legacy, went into the United States 
Circuit Court and demanded a division 
of the money in the hands of THOMAS 
ALLEN. The Court decided that they had no 
right to it—that the legacy was not lapsed. 
The case was earried up to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and that body 
has just confirmed the decision of the court 
below. 
This fund, now amounting to something 
like $200,000, is still in the ALLEN estate. It 
belongs to the ‘‘Russell Institute,” of St. 
Louis, and, on behalf of the indigent youth

‘‘There’s no one better. But hain’t yer 
dry?’ After calling for two whiskys ‘ot 
the gentleman proceeded: ‘‘The ’ed of the 
establishment is the steward. But there’s 
very few Hamericans as keeps reg’lar stew- 
ards. Butiers in this country gen’lly does 
the steward’s work, and a pretty good thing 
they make houtof it. They mostly gits $700 
in wages and three suits a year, out they 
make double that in perquisites and commis- 
| sions and private tips. 
| ‘Afore a butier goes toa place the first 
' thing he hasks himself is, ‘Wot is this place 
| worth? and if he don’t see his way to mak- 
ing twice his wages he won’t take it. Lor’ 
' bless ver hart, the wages haint nothink. He 
‘gets his whack from the wine merchant, and 

1e can save on ’is clothes. If he makes two 
' suits do the place of three he’ll get the tailor 
to allow him for the suit he don’t want, and 
it’s charged to the-master’s account. After 
the butier comes tue valet. His perquisites 
are not to be sneezed at, for he gets his mas- 
ter’s old clothes, nearly as good as new, be- 
sides lots of tips. Some on ‘em make $400 or 
$500 a year hextra, particlir when the fam’lys 
on its European tower. ‘The first footman’s 
pickin’s is mostly in tips, too; he gets the 
flowers left after receptions and balls, which 
he sells hover again. ‘The ‘ail porter’s place 
is quite a nice thing for a man that knows his 
business.” 

‘How about the coachman?”’ 

*’Es got ’is hown men to look hafter, sich 
as grooms, ’elpers and stablemen. He hain’t 
got a bad thing either, for between his tips 
from the veterinary surgeons and the ’arness- 
makers and a good sum now and agin from 
the sale of a hoss, 1 guess ’is place is wuth 
hall the way from $800 hup, with ’is board, 
lodgin’ and clothes found.”’ 

FEMALE SERVANTS’ PERQUISITES. 

“T suppose the same rules apply to female 
servants also?” 

‘Yes, and some on ’em make more than we 
do. ‘Thelady’s maids, who are mostly French 
or German, come in for lots o’ things—silk 
dresses, iaces, and very often sums o’ money; 
‘cos, yer see, their’s is a confidential position, 
and they don’t change much. Hi could tell 
yer some very tidy stories which I ’ave ’eard 
trom lady’s maids, and they’d make hinter- 
estin’ readin’; but, ov course, I wouldn’t do 
that, ’cos it’s against the rules of hour pro- 
fession.”’ 

“What is a lady’s maid’s place worth?” 

“In a good rich family wot dont’ know 
much. lshould say it’s wuth nigh ona 
thousand a year one way and another. Af- 
ter the lady's maid comes the upper ’ouse- 
maid wot, sees the rooms properly dusted; 
then there’s the second ’ousemaid wot at- 
tends to the fires and sweepin’ hout. The 
third ’ousemaid keeps the lower part of the 
’ouse in order. ’Ousemaids don’t get much, 
not more than twenty dollars a month. 
| Kitchen maids sell the fat and scraps which 
‘comes to something in the course of a year, 
while the cooks chipsin with the butchers 
and grocers, for they can horder almost what 
they like. Hamericans, yer see, will spend 
their money aud they haint particulir about 
the hitems.”’ 

COST OF RECEPTIONS AND BALLS. 

“Have you any notion of the cost of afball 
or reception during the height of the sea- 
son ?”’ 

‘I can give yer a pretty fair hidea. A 
friend ’o mine told me that ata ball given 
by Mrs. William H. Vanderbilt last winter 
the bills footed up to $8,000 for wines, 
fruits, flowers and hextra attendance, Why, 
an Henglish family wouldn’t spend ’alf the 
money.

Boyd Memorial—Flimsy Damage Sult—~A 
Quarryman Nearly Buried Alive. 


A meeting of the bar was called this afternoon 
in the United States Court-room for the 
purpose of _ taking appropriate action 
upon the death of 8.

In Judge LubkKe’s Court to-day the trial of 
Adam Geiser’s damage suit against Phil F.

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PLAYERS’ PROFITS. 


The Local Managers Declare the 
Present Season a Success. 


_ — 
-— 


Some of the Paying Attractions--Melodrama 
a Very Remunerative Feature--Remaining 
Attractions. 


The end of the present theatrical season is not 
very far off. No&theateris yet prepared to 
announce the date of its closing, but it is very 
generally understood thatthe beginning of June 
will find interest in theatricals on the wane here, 
and very few, if any, attractions remaining. The 
season has been a very ordinary one so 
far as its artistic character is 
concerned. It has presented little that combined 
the qualities of novelty and merit. What has 
been new has as a rule been of an inferior quality, 
while the old features have been offered with less 
satisfactory surroundings that in previous seasons. 
The New York season has been a record of fail- 
ures in the line of novelties, ana the whole coun- 
try has, of course, had to share the misfortunes of 


the metropolis. There has not been a single good 
comedy produced since last Septem- 
ber, and the musical ventures have 
everywhere proved fiat failures. Marsden, 
Maeder.Jessup and Gill,and the rest of thearmy of 
American dramatists have given the public noth- 
ing worth preserving or commending, while Gil- 
bert and Sullivan’s work has been barely accept- 
able and has not made a triumph even in the wild 
and presumably barbarous West. Stars who have 
earned the favor of the public in past seasons have 
tried to travel mainly on their old reputations, 
and foolishly attempted to make the pubiic 
accept their poor and cheap supporting companies. 
Ouly such sterling actors as Saivini and John 
MeCullough have condescended to provide first- 
class companies for the presentation of their 
plays, the others generally contenting themselves 
with “faking” out performance in the best way 
that bad actors and poor accessories can do s80. 
The result, as suggested before, is that the season 
has not been a good one from a piay-goer’s stand- 
point. The managers, however, seem pleased 
with the financial rewards it has 
brought them. They claim, almost to a man, 
to have made plenty of money, and it will be seen 
some gO $80 fer as to say that it has surpassed 
previous seasons in this respect. 
MANAGER JOHN W. NORTON, 
of the Grand Opera-house and Olympie, when in- 
terviewed by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning. said both his establishments had made 
money. Business was 331, per cent better than last 
season.
